1, We have been advised that the Defense Resources Board met 
over the weekend to identify cuts in programs that could be used to 
offset the cost of maintaining forces in the Indian Ocean. facie io 
attended the final decision portion of the meeting. We have been tn- 
formed that they discussed at least one FY 80 cut that would affect a 
portion of the NFIP that is housed in the Department of Defense, 


2. J think you.should tell Harold Brown that you are aware of 
the meeting and that members of your staff are working with the DoD 
Comptroller's office to ensure that none of the NFIP is jeopardized. 


(FYI: I spoke Wi} SE bout this, and he said if we have any 
problem with the DoD Comptroller that he would help us out.) 

3. I do not think you need to get into this with Brown in any 
great detail. It is just worthwhile to put him on notice (1) that you 
know about the meeting, and (2) that you intend to take whatever steps 
are necessary to protect the NFIP. JI do not believe 3t is necessary to 


remind him that he supported an adequately funded NFIP or that, in these 
potentially critical times, it is necessary to have a strong Intelligence
